What salary will.be paid Leed- 
er, Councillor Perks was asked. 

"He will be paid a salary of 
$32 with a car allowance of nine 
dollars a week," he said. "In ad- 
dition, he will get seven cents a 
mile for outside trips." Coun- 
cil approved the report of the 
committee. 



Describing it as a "wonderful 

opportunity," Deputy-Reeve Ar- 
thur D. Evans passed on to 
council Monday night the recom- 
mendation of the Newmarket 
Citizens* Rehabilitation Commit- 
tee that a vocational wing be 
added to Newmarket high school 
without delay. 

A notice of motion approving 
the recommendation and urging 
that it be passed on to the New- 
market high school board for 
immediate action was made by 
Councillor Jos. ,Vale. Later in 
the week however, town solici- 
tor. N. L. Mathews, stated that 
j the report should go first to the 
high school board, which, if it 
sees fit, adopts it and then passes 
it on to council for action. 

During discussions in council 
before this fact was known, the 
question of whether the proposal 
to build the vocational wing 
should be put to the vote of the 
ratepayers or not, was brought 
up. Pointing out that the rate- 
payers had voted against such a 
proposal seven years ago. Coun- 
cillor Joel Spillette said, "Hie 
ratepayers should have the op- 
portunity \o say whether they 
approve now," 

In making his report, Deputy- 
Reeve Evans, who is also chair- 
man of the rehabilitation com- 
mittee, describdd how a sub- 
committee, chaired by A. N. 



Belugin, chairman of the high 
school board, had investigated 
the cost of a new wing and 
found that 75 percent of the 
capital cost would be defrayed 

by the provincial department of 
education. 

"The rehabilitation committee 
is convinced of the value of a 
vocational wing in aiding in the 
rehabilitation of returned men," 
said Deputy-Reeve Kvans. "Mr. 
Belugin's committee investigated 
and found that the plans for the 
proposed vocational department 
seven years ago could be used. 
The cost then was $24,000 of 
which half was to be paid by the 
province. It is estimated that it 
would cost 5ft percent more to 
erect the same building now but 
even with this increase, it will 
cost less to build than seren 
years ago. The provincial grant 
is 75 percent and that leaves the 
town to pay only $9,000 of the 
total cost of $36,000." 

"Such a vocational department 
is needed now," said Councillor 
Jos. Vale. "The courses that 
would be taught would not be 
exhaustive but v rather supple- 
mentary courses designed to 
round. the education of a return- 
ed man. Night .classes would bo 
held which would not only bene- 
fit returned men but anyone 
else in town anxious to learn * 
trade.* •

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GREY NORTH REBUKE 

(The Globe and Mail f Feb. 6> 

Grey North has spoken. By its vote it has 

acknowledged and spoken to the issue of un- 
limited conscription, as Progressive Conservative 
Leader John Bracken so fearlessly stated it- By 
its vote it has crossed party lines to honor the 
testimony and give support to the appeal of 
those young officers, Maj. George Hees 'and Capt. 
Howard Sale, who last Saturday night braved 
the political platform to plead for truth and 
decency in the name of those fighting men who 
fcave pledged all in the battle of freedom. 

Grey North has rebuked Defence Minister Mc- 
Naughton. From that rebuke rises a full-Voiced 
rondemnation of the reinforcement policy and its 
craftsman. Prime Minister King, who throughout 
the long tragedy of war has subjected this nation 
to humiliation and worse in the service of his 
partisan interests. In speaking as it did Grey 
North has not brought final settlement of the 
Issue. But it has passed on the challenge, com- 
pelling the government to give effect to its 
verdict or stand the penalty for defiance of the 
judgment of the nation. 

*nte rebuke was not in any sense a minority 
opinion. It was registered not only in the vote of 
Progressive Conservative Candidate Garfield 
Cztse alone. Bracketed with the approval given 
him is the vote of the C.C.F. Regardless of the 
side issues which the C.C.F. leaders sought to in- 
troduce into the campaign, the fact remains that 
belatedly, and whether for ulterior purposes or

But the value of Grey North's resounding de-

McNAUGHTON DEFEAT 

. . (Toronto Daily Star, Feb. 6) 

In the past 40 years there have been nine gen- 
*nil elections in Grey North, of which six were 
won by Conservatives. The only Liberal able to 
get elected there in that time was W. P. Telford, 
with three victories to his credit. But in both 
1935 and 1940 he was a minority victor. He 
polled 8,060 votes to his three opponents 4 9,753 
in '35, and 7,538 to his two opponents' 6,205 in 
'40. 

In this politically uncertain riding, which the 
fitting member had vacated, Gen. A. G. L. Mc- 
Naughton, Canada's recently appointed defence 
minister, sought election to Parliament. He had 
the disadvantage of being an outsider, while the 
Progressive Conservative candidate was the ex- 
mayor of Owen Sound, the only city in the con- 
stituency. It was McNaughton's first election 
contest; Case's third. Gen. McNaughton was 
further handicapped by the presence in the field 
«f a third candidate, a C.C.F. nominee. It is well 
known that the C.C.F. draws more strength from 
the ranks of the Liberals than from the Con- 
servatives. By running Godfrey in Grey North, 
where he finished a bad third, the C.C.F. harmed 
their own cause by exposing its weakness, and at 
the same lime helped elect a Conservative 
oomtnee. 

Gen. McNaughton lost the contest by a substan- 
tial majority. It was a contest In which bolli 
Conservative and C.C.F. leaders made personal 
appearances, and in which a flood of literature 
vau let loose upon the voters. The fight was 
made by the opposition upon a phony issue. 
They demanded adequate reinforcements for Ihe 
Canadian infantry overseas, whereas adequate 
reinforcements have already been sent. The re- 
inforcement program has been more than met. 

And the reinforcements have included draftees as 
well as volunteers. Sixteen thousand draftee** 
have been made immediately liable to overseas 
service and the remainder will be sent overseas 
as needed. At least 8,500 are already there.

feated Gen. McNaughton, but has had the deplor- 
able effect of leaving upon the minds of thousands 
of people with men overseas a doubt, as to 
whether their loved ones arc being "deserted" by 
Canada. They arc not being deserted; and Gen. 
McNaughton, who was the chief creator of Can- 
ada's army, would be the last to permit such a 
thing. 

An even more disturbing element was intro- 
duced into the campaign by the outrageous 
address in which Leader Bracken intimated that 
Canadian draftees have thrown their arms and 
ammunition overboard on the way to Europe. 
Already, as a result of this glaring indiscretion, 
the United States Senate has been told by one of 
its members that 16,000 to 18,000 Canadians 
threw away their weapons. What an advertise- 
ment for Canada! If the story had been true, it 
would still have been no sort of thing to- make 
public — to make public to the delight of the 
enemy. The answer has been given that only one 
soldier was guilty. But even if hundreds had 
been involved, the publicizing of such a thing 
would have been inexcusable. And there was no 
object in publicizing it, for if the thing had 

actually taken place, it would have been no 
reflection upon Gen. McNaughton, and certainly 
no reflection upon his belief that voluntary 
troops are superior! 

It would be interesting to know — perhaps it 
will yet be known— what adviser prompted Mr. 
Bracken to make public a rumor which could 
have no other effect than to smear Canada and 
give comfort to the enemy. In doing so he fol- 
lowed an uncharacteristic course. By whose ill 
persuasion?

his demand for an acclamation for Hon. A. G. I*. 
McNaughton in North Grey and why, when he 
found a contest was inevitable, he toyed with the 
idea of evading a by-election by dissolving 
Parliament before the riding went to the polls. 
The decisive defeat of Mr. NcNaughton and the 
election of the Progressive Conservative candi- 
date with a plurality of more than 1,200 votes 
provides all the explanation that is necessary for 
lite succession of appeals and threats which came 
from the Prime Minister. 

For Mr. King, the defeat in North Grey is 
notice that time is running short for his govern- 
ment. Tiie by-election was held* in a riding 
chosen by the government. It was a riding in 
which, in 1935, the Liberals gained a majority of 
1,320. This majority they increased in 1940 to 
1,813. It was declared by them to be fair fight- 
ing ground. The issue was the issue chosen by 
(he government — the King-McNaughton rein- 
forcement policy. The government candidate 
was the minister of defence, and behind him was 
whatever prestige the government has— a govern- 
ment with a parliamentary majority of 161. On j moon. If I believed in re-incarna- 
this chosen ground, on the issue of its choice and 
with the holder of a senior portfolio as its candi- 
date, the government sustained a defeat recorded 
in the returns: Case, 7,338; McNaughton, 6,099; 
Godfrey, 3,136. 

North Grey declared yesterday, as the country 
will declare in the approaching general elections, 
that it can put no trust in* a government which 
cavalierly disregards its solemn pledges. The 
candidature of Mr. McNaughton had its origin in 
the dismissal of Hon. J. L. Ralston when he in- 
sisted that pledges, repeatedly given by the gov- 
ernment, should be honored by the adoption of 
conscription for Uie support of our men over- 
seas. The defeat of Mr. McNaughton is the 
indication of what the electors think of that dis- 
missal. 

The result in North Grey has been heard by 

the country with satisfaction and relief. No- 
where will the satisfaction be stronger than 

among our fighting men. They will regard the 

result as a sign that there is to be an end to the 

shams and subterfuges with which the reinforce- 
ment issue has been surrounded. 

Faced by the result, Mr. King has declared 

that it raises the immediate question whether 

any useful purpose would be served in holding 

another session of Parliament before the general 

elections. But the idea of holding another 

session had apparently been abandoned by Mr. 

King before the electors in North Grey went to 

the polls, as he had, by proroguing Parliament 

until Feb. 28, already prevented any session until 

too late for effective work, since Parliament ex- 
pires April 17. If, in the brief period between 

these two dates, it should become essential that 

Parliament meet, responsibility for failure to call 
it will rest upon Mr. King and not upon the 

electors of North Grey. There is nothing to pre- 
vent him getting rid of Mr. McNaughton as readi- 
ly us he got rid of Mr. Ralston, and giving the 
defence portfolio to one of his elected followers 
for the purpose of presenting the defence pro- 
gram. 

During the campaigu it was asserted by 
Uberals that the real contest was between them- 
selves and the C.C.F., and that the Progressive 
Conservative candidate was out of the running. 
That statement has u familiar ring. Something 
of the same sort has been heard from the C.C.F. 
in regard to the next general election. The re- 
sult in North Grey fails to support the roseate 
view. Considering the active organization of the 
C.C.F. in North Grey, the failure of lis candidate

Each school day has one and a 
half hours, recesses and at noon, 
when the pupils are out of their 
classrooms.

program would more than repay the 
cost. 

"Obviously, auch a program could 
not be financed by one school, but 
several schools coutd combine and 
share the expense of a recreation 
director between them. The direc- 
tor could spend one day a week at 
each school. Perhapn such a direc- 
tor could be found In a spare teach- 
er nt one of the schools. 

"Such a director could, with the 
co-operation ,»f the teachers and 
parents, lay out a year-round pro- 
gram, varied ns to season* and 
wide enough to include nil ages. 
Parents would Ik* more than pleased 
to let their children remain a little 
longer at school If they knew their 
children were engaged tn activities 
that would mnk* a !u*tlng contri- 
bution towards happier and more 
fruitful lives. 

"Work along these line* has al- 
ready lieen started In the Queens- 
ville district where tho arena I* 
open ..to children a Certain num- 
ber of bourn each week. Nti\ and 
Mrs. llert lloyd have done every- 
thing they can lo vucoimiKo lee 
snorts among the children of tiie 
district. Their work hhould be eon-
